THE MILFORD AXD MATAMORAS SWINDLE.
While there hna been no really important
buciness transacted in the Leglelature during the
week, there have been several matiers lntro-
duced which promise to be the cause of Inte-
resting times upon the Hill. The most promi-
vent of these is the presentation of an act
repealing the supplement by which the Milford
and Matamoras Rallroad Company was released
at the last session from paying an annual tax

of #10000 Into the Btate Troasury,
Jt will be remembered thia bill re-
ceived the Gubernatorial sanctlon, and

ite true character was not discovered until the
urual demand was made by the State Treasurer
for the payment of the tax. The Governor in
his annonal message called the attention of the
Legislature to the facl, and, ns above slated a
repealing act has been presented. This will
invoke a fight in which every effort will be
made to prevent its passage. The same roguery
which was practised in 1870 will be repeated at
this session. The author of the Inlquitous mea-
sure is here at present, and¥s engaged in the
businees of ‘‘setting-up” the Senate. Bhould
he succeed In that branch of the leglsla-
tive department of the State Government, he will
be compelled to go through the same ceremony
in the House, as a similar act will be introduced
there during the comlng week. This kind of
legielation is decidedly refreshing to a certuin
claes of the members, who participated in the
rooster ringe became so notorious at the
session of 1870. Beveral of these fellows have
succeeded In being re-elected, and already have
they begun to feel the pulse of the country dele-
gations. Especially have they been active in
testing the committess, but they have as yet
met with but litile enocpuragement in that
quarter, the main object of Bpeaker Webb
being to so constitute these {mportant
auxillaries to legislation a8 to
render It imposgible for a ring to be formed to
bear upon any measure. But there is no telling
how men may act in a month or so, especially
after they have had a taste of the expensive na-
ture of living alt Harrisburg. An investigating
committee might shed some light upon the
mauner in which this Milford and Matamoras
bill became & law. It is sald that it was offerod
and read in the House, and that then the obnox-
jous seetion which causes a loss to the Biate of
nearly a million of dollars was not included in
its provisions. It next went to the Senate,
where it was not amended, and yet when the
Governor gave it his signature the section was
there, but couched ln such language that its
true intent was not comprehended uuntil too
late. Its passage in its present shape looks very
einzular, as there was a gentlemen here watch-
ing the progress of the measure; and he states
that after the Benate had acted upon it he ex-
amined it, and conld find no such section as
subgequently appeared in it.

THE SCHOEPPE WRIT OF ERROR BILL.

Some of the membera who were instrumental
in recoring the passage of the bill providing
that, in cases of murder in the first degree, a
writ of error could be taken to the Sapreme
Court, en which that court could review the evis
dence a8 well as the law, are anxions to have it
expunged from the statnte hooks. It was la-
tended to apply to theé case of Dr. Bchoeppe,
now confined at Carlisle for the murder of Miss
Btennecke, but its provisions have eansed so
much delay In subsequent cases that Mr. Josephs
to-day introduced a repealing act. It went to
the regular committee, and will recelve action at
an early day.

THE DELINQUENT TAX COLLECTOR,

There is some talk of the introduction of
apother repealing act. This will apply to the
bill, also passed at the last sesslon. creating the
position of collector of delingquent taxes in
Philadelphia. This measure created great ex-
eitement among the then members, who felt
satisfled that it bad received the sanction of the
Houee in some way other than the usual form.
An Investigating committee failed to elieit any
irregularities in the preceeding; butl there were
decidedly material witnesses who were never
ealled before that committes, malnly from the
fact that they were not thought of at thé time.
1 allude to the phonographers who were present
and recorded every bill as the Bpeaker’s table
was cleared. 1 believe that if their notes had
been produced, the suspicion in the miands of
not only of the members, but also of the eom-
munity, that foul play had been practised, would
Lave been strengthened.

The presentation of the above repealing aects
shows the greal caution which should be exer-
cised by members, and it also suggests the ue-
eceeity of a

RECORD OF THE PROCEEDINGS
being publiched daily by each branch of the
Legislature. This subject has recelved the con-
sideration of the jolnt eommittee appolnted for
the purpose. They have directed that proposals
be recelved for a record similar to that of 1858,
when a skelch of the debates was also pub-
lished. That the contractor who wonld attempt
to abstraet the speeches of the present' (ime
would rest on a bed of thorns Is too palpable to
need any further comment. But a great neces-
sity does exist for the lssulng of this document.
That it will prevent oulrageous leglslation no
one will pretend to deny, and the Btate can well
afford to expend several thousands of dollars for
its reproduction. The absence of such o publis
satlon last winter was the great temptation
which induced members to vote for corrupt
measures, as thelr constituents would never
know how they voted on bills of interest to
their localities.
THE CONXTESTED SEATS,

The most absorbing évent of interest to Phila-
delphians during the week has been the dispo-
eitlon of the cases which involve the seats of
Benator Dechert and Representatives Lamon
and Hagar. The usunl petitions were forwarded
o Harrisburg, and were accepted by both
bousee—the difference belog that the Senate
refused o do what the Honse had-done in
namivg an hour for the drawing of the com-
mittee who are to declde the merlts of the cases,
The Benate had not acted in the matter until
the House had made the disposition which
is  always customary in such cases.
The  Republicans of the House (hen
discovered an informulity in the cerlificates ap-
pended to ihe pelitions, and after a long and
really able srgument by the legal fraiernity,
both cases have been reconsidered, and the con-
testants have gone to Philadeiphia to bhave the
defects remedied. While the Benate could find
no s'milar rregularity In the certificate of M.

there might be a sufficient vaguenesa in the spe-
cifications of the petition itsell as Lo Wwarrant
them In quashing the entire document. They
have accordingly semt it 0 a commit-
tee of seven, composed of fAive De-
mocrats  and  two  Republicana. The
minority of the Beoats, consldering that they
are 80 nearly equal fn numbers to the majority,
were cerfainly ontitled to a larger represeénta-
tion in the ecommittee.

The committee Is directed to
report on Menday before noon, aud in order to
allow them to submit their declsion the Senale
will meet at 1L o'clock A. M. Itlis thought
there will be no furtheér trouble about the cases
in the Honse, if the contestants will on Monday

THE COAL TRADE.

——————
The Npspenslon—-The Trade for the Week—
Unotatlens, Ste,

The suspension ip all the anthraclie coal re-
gions is now In force, most of the promi-
nent works having stopped on Tueeday last,
according to agreement. In Bchuylkill there
are about five collleries working, which, with
the stock on hand, will be sufficlent to supply
the demand without an advance In prices. In
New York the supply is sald to be very low, in
which cnse no very long suspension ls to be ex-
pected in the Wyoming reflon, for just as soon
a8 the companies can sell coal at a higher rate
they will compromise with the men, who are too
much in the interest of the companies to hold
out long on a question of basis. Tt is almost
certain that, whatever other corporatiens may
do, the New York companies will never give
in Lo a basis system, and thus tie tLeir hands for
all favorite speculating purposes,

In Schuylidll the strike is said to be one
more of neceesity than of choice, there being
but few orders on band.

The following is the complete snmmary of the
trade for the past weeck, as reported for the

Poltsville Miners' Journal of to-day:—
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“It will be seen that the increase Lhis year so
far is 98,500 tons. The suspension gave an
impetus to the trade for the last three weeks,
At present there i3 no demand for coal at the
prices that ruled before the suspension. They
expect to purchase lower, or will use bituminous
coal where they can do so.

‘‘Some fool, or perhaps wag, who wanted to
test the eredulity of the papers abroad, sent the
follow despateh to the American FPress
Association, dated Pottsville:—

‘! “There are In the empl:{; of the big companies
87,000 men in the Wyom alley, 185, in the Le-
high Valley, and 45,000 in the Schuylkill Valley, who
by the strike are deprived of the means of suste-
nance.',”

“There are onl

about 12,000 men and boys
employed in mining by the three ll‘lliﬁ(}ompaf
nies in Wyoming Basin. In Bchuyl county
the whole number of men and boys engaged in
mining do not exceed 20,000. The whole num-
ber of persons engaged in min in all the
anthracite regions does not exceed, if it reaches
50,000 men awd boys. If he intended to in-
clude those who are dependent on these men
employed at the mives, then his figures are still
more erroncous.”

The following statement of the trade has been
fornished us by one of the prominent coal firms
of this city:— -

All the antbracite regian excepting Bhamokin
stopped work on Tucsdav, 10th lnst., and reli-
able information rece®ved by us to-day reports
the suspension to have comfenced there yester-
du{ merning.

few cargoes have been shipped from Rich-
mond to New York at $2:50 frelght, being #I
per ton more than the regular barge rates during
the geason of canal navigntion.

The New York market is not as active as jt
was a weck ago, and prices rule on an average
about 25 cents per ton less than the highest
polnt reached,

The stock of coalon hand at Richmond is com-
puled at 70,000 tons, mostly amall slzes, adapted
for famlly use, and bul little domand exists for
it at present,

In Boeton the retall price has been advanced
to §9 per ton of 2000 pounds.

Egg and stove coal may be
toa on board at Richmond, nn
at Ellzabetbhport and Hoboken.

The Mighty Disturhance thnt Goourred in -
The Disceveries Made by Guardina Parker,
and Whasthey Were Worth-A Yislt (o the
Institatieon.

A certain wise man has observed that a little
fire will Kindle ngreal flame, the trath whereof
cannot, we be succesafully denied at
this Inte day; and by adapting the figure 1o our
present uae, we think its verity is nowhere more
powerfully shown than in the present hubbub
concerning the Almshouse and the flagrant
misdolngs alleged to transpire within it—a hab-
bub whieh ra k’l:zagralv from a very insignifi-
cant event under fostering care of one of
the twelve Guardians who are the sole managers
of lthls gl'mlul ilnau:.,:uo:i. - 4

'p to within about six months peace an
uoog will may be said Lo have rmad Aon
all the ofiicers of it; and, with the exception o
that which naturally atinches to a place where
the impoveriched and debilitatod are cared for,
and where all the terrors of a wasted and pro-
fligate life are discovered, the Almshouse had
no notorle But in & moment when least ex-
pected, and therefore at Lhe fittest Lime to creats
a senealion, which loag many was caught up and
lndmt.riomly fostered, a speck appeared upon
the horizon of Blockl and qulckly over-
shadowed it. Friend Parker, whom the reading

ublic have become qnito famillar with as the
discoverer fof all the evils of the Almshousc,
discerned what he confidently belicved to be a
maladministration of the affalrs of the ecolored
men's medical ward, in the fact that In some
few instances where relapsing-fever patlenta
had suecumbed to death, no record of their de-
cease had been entered in the books of that
ward; and, notwithstanding the statement was
made and repeatedly verified, that at the time
these poor creatures ylelded te fate nearly all
the physicians and nurses were prostra by
the eame malignant fever, and therefore nnable
to make the record, Guardian Parker stood
alone and unalterable in his profound convie-
tion that it was an effort to cover up the actosl
mortality of this ward; and from this source
there farose an exciting hue and cry which
easlly remembered.

No sooner had this subsided than he unearthed
the great arbor horror, which, had it eccurred

in bis time, Dante would, among the many
other fearfunl things he yed, have lm-
mortalized in verse, his ‘arbor,” then,

which for months occupled the attention of the

board, and was the subject of a protracted In-
vestigation by the Hon. Johm P. Verree, James
Argmut'ﬂn y E8q., and Frederick A. SBerver, Esq.,
and whic

iprowd such a fruitful source of ex-
citement, tirade, and bitter animosity, was con-
structed by Bteward Henszey for his own use,
paid for by him (we believe the astounding sum
of ewz. and whereon—and this was the pith of
the mighty disturbance—some half-dozen or
dozen paupers did eome work, who otherwise
wonld bave lain about in idleness.

But comivg down to the newest-discoverod
eource of trouble, we have to reveal a matter
that will perhaps bring upon the heads of the
unhappy Guardians a heavy condemuation.
These gentlemen, who draw no salaries, who
have been elected from among the mass of good
men of this community as being free from all
gulle, who sacrifice thelr business to attend to
the oneroug and unpleasant duties attaching to

‘ their guardianship, have, then, béen Indalging in

the highly reprehensible habit, on meeting days,
of geiting a lunch at the Almshouse! Horrible
thonght!  Loading down our already heavily-
burdened citizens with more taxes to support
this extravagance! Roast beef and mustard out
of the ecity's Fockct! No wonder that Friend
Parker emphatically declared, after having par-
taken heartily of them:—*I will not counte-
pance such a nse of the moneys of this house!”
But now this source of corruption in the Alms-
house, amounting in the aggregate to a net loss
of about £100 a yenr—since but two meetings
were held a month—is obliterated, and each
Guardian, as he goes henceforth to perform his
uncompensated work inthe management of that
ingtitution, will carry his crackers and cheese
in his coat-tall pocket.

From all that has been said about this institn-
tion, it will appear to many that where there
was 8o much smoke there surely must have been
some fire, and that Blockley was not ounly
filthy, its lmpoverished Inmates Inhumanly
treated, which had been charged, but that the
Guardians, who have always been and are still

rarded as exemplary men,were guilty of petty
peculations. For the pur of convincing
ourself as to the truth of these allegations, we
drogped into Blockley yesterday aftarnoon
without any previous arfangement, made the
tour of all il8 departments, and were astonished
to find it in such a tidy and clean condition. In
the manufacturing department a hundred pau-
pers were industriously at work in preparing
goods for the wse of the house, and among them
not a slarveling was to be seen; and in answer
to an inquiry as to whether they were well
enough fed, one of them answered: —**You see!
all fat as reed-birds!” Here there were many
expert weavers, nters, and tallors, that
might earn a good living for themselves and
‘amilies were they not cursed with an appetite
for rum. Then we passed through the Insane
departmment, where more than 700 demented
men and women were kept, and found it with
clean floors, clean walls, and perfectly venti-
lated, so that none of those disagreeable odors
hat usually arise from a lherd of people unable
0 eare for themselves were discernible. Frowm
bis we went Lo the various wards of the hospi-
tal department, about the mean condition of
which so much is and found it as tidily
koFt as the other, and then ascended to the
colored men's medical ward, which was charac-

terized a8 a “sink of  horrors,” and
abeut which Guardlan  Parker sald
s0 much in econdemnation, to

our surprise, for we expected to hillst':d the
charges made against it to some extent veri-
fied, presenied a vpeal appearance, and every
inmate we approached old us, ““Well, the eatin

I8 as good as we ecould get outside;
and two, who had for many months
bheen in the Peunsylvania Hospital,

which nll believe to be such an exem-
I;I-ury institntion, sald candldly that they were

stter cared for where they then were. In the
children's asylum and the women's medical
ward, and the department for old, mdigent, and
decreplt women, there was the same commend-
able appearance of the roows, and although we
tLuesl.ioned a hundred on the spbject, not one of
these paupers intimated that they were half fed
or ll-treated. In the bakery, which Is a gigan-
tic concern, we witnessed thw operations in pre-
paring the bread, and aboul the whole place
could not discern that “‘musty smell of flour”
which was the chief txrdou of our bellicose
Guardian's complaint, #hd when we approached
the chief baker on the subject he sald: —

“Gentlemen, the bread that Mr. Parker com-
plained of was as sweet and white as that."

And then hnppenln to meet the physielan of
the black men's medical ward, the mortalit;
of which durl the relapsing fever period
Friend Parker nlrgﬁ‘d had been imperfeclly re-
ported, we Inq ie- .

“What was the cause of the frouble between
Guardian Parker and yourself?"

To which he replied:—''Only this, There
were about 85 deaths out of a hundred, which
Mr. Parker eloimeéd was a mortallty of 50 per
cent., and becanse I differed with him ke
charged that there was a Kross ement
of the affairs of this ward,'

We saw the chief bookkeeper, and from him
learned that the records were open to the in-
spection of asy one, and that at night they were
not locked up; and still Mr, Parker clalms that
be cannot bave aecess to them. It was a matter
of satisfaction to find the institation In such
g:odoﬂlor; and ali we have to say Lo those who

ve been impressed with the idea that 1t is
filthily kept Is to “Fo and see for yoursell.

But the thought that the Guardisss are no
longer to g;lmch at the Almshouse, unless
